25X1 jd. Work was begun on the construction cf a large woodworkine combine on a plain 
along the Tare River, in Mojkovac, in the middle of 1948. The construction 
is being done by a private construction entorprise from Niksic which promised 
to have the plant in ocreration by April 1950. So far an alectric-povered 
lathe shop, a drying roon, scrubbing tunks, mechanical workshops, a flooring 
mill, and several residence buildings have been completed. 


2. recessed materials will eo from the lathe sho» to the automatic sorting 
rocm, and then into a warehouse. From there they will be sent out to fill 
the needs of a trunk and box factory, a floorine factory, a barrel factory, 

a chair factory, und a larce factory makin-~ standardized arricultural 
vehicles, Small waste will be used to mako lesonit (sic) boards, whieh 

will be used for making furniture and for constructicn purposes. A 

factory for the manufacture of household furnishines will also be constructed. 
The combine will also make excelsior and Heraklit (sic) boards to be used 

li construeticn, All work will be mechanized ana driven by electric power 
ebtained from the hydrvelectric plant in Musovica Rijeka. 


3. The plant will receive its raw materials, that is, ash, maple, and eln wood, 
from the neighboring areu, mainly fron the velleys of the Lim and the Tara, 
which are unusually rich in wood, It is esti.ated that there sre several 
millica cudic meters of wood hich eould be obtained in this recion. cod 
Will be supplied to the combine from the Tara valley by means cf rafts 
floated down the Tara River, and will be brouvht fron the Lim River by truck 
and on small freight cars pulled by small electric loccretives. 


4, The present capacity of this combine is not known, but, judsing fron the 


buildings which are soine up and the size of the area it occuples, it seems 
that the output of the combine will be auite larae.
